Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the Wang et al. reference, the 
examiner respectfully submits that the fact that the ring flow tuner contacts the cover means that they are coupled together. Applicant 
has not provided in the specification any alternative definition of the word "coupled" to suggest otherwise. Likewise, applicant has not 
provided any alternative definition of the word "feedthrough" and therefore the claim, when given its broadest reasonable interpretation is 
anticipated by Wang et al.. Concerning claim 121, note that it is clear from fig. 10 that 125 is a retaining ring and since the drawings are 
also considered part of the original specification, this claim is also properly rejected. Regarding the Crawley et al. reference, note that a 
portion of the retaining ring 8 (the lower portion in fig. 2) is connected with the lid In part by the feedthroughs 28, 
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
